Detail Description Paragraph : 

[0106] Some applications 1300 possible with these architectures include automatic 
web form fill-in, an identity toolbar, contact lists, a drop box, and various 
third-party applications that use the identity access method, such as e-commerce 
applications, community applications, anonymity applications, and so forth. 

Detail Description Paragraph : 

[0150] A variety of identity server services may be provided according to the 
invention. For instance, an Identity Access Protocol service implements low-level 
HTTP Stack commands; the data format is XML -over -HTTP. 

Detail Description Paragraph : 

[0166] A Form Fill-In service 4432 allows a user 1002, while using an Internet 
browser 1314, to click a button or otherwise initiate a URL to the server, and 
thereby have the service fill in an online form from one of the user's Profiles 
300. Thus, this feature allows the automatic filling of HTML forms on the Internet 
from user-selected sets of identity information (Profiles) . Users can preferably 
define multiple Profiles 300 with different information such as postal address and 
email address, then select a Profile 300, and have this DigitalMe .TM. service fill 
in a given form using some or all of that Profile 3 00 data. 

Detail Description Paragraph : 

[0277] During DigitalMe . TM. development, it was recognized by Novell that 
DigitalMe. TM. architectures would greatly benefit from a quick, fast, robust, and 
open standard method of gaining and providing secure access to data stored and 
maintained by the DigitalMe . TM. Identity Server Appliance across the Internet. The 
standard Novell proprietary access protocol, Novell Core Protocol (NCP) was 
available, but required any requesting client to either have intimate knowledge of 
NCP or have an installed Novell Client to act on its behalf. Requiring a Novell 
Client nullified the concept and requirement of an initial zero-byte DigitalMe . TM . 
browser base client 502. The remaining choices were to use a form of NCP over 
Hypertext Transfer Protocol (HTTP) or secure Hypertext Transfer Protocol (HTTPS) , 
or to use LDAP, which would have required considerable "enhancements" and 
"extensions". Conceivably, a proprietary protocol format could be devised to 
describe NCP requests and responses that could be transferred over HTTP, but this 
would result in yet another proprietary protocol. The advent of the HTTPSTK NLM 
created by Novell made HTTP(S) access to NetWare and NDS not only feasible, but 
efficient.

[0278] However, a standard extensible request description format or language was 
still required. One document description language that has been coming into favor 
is the Extensible Markup Language ("XML") . Describing NCP requests using XML could 
have been accomplished but might have resulted in yet another proprietary access 
protocol. An evolving, yet relatively unknown protocol description was 
investigated, adopted and extended; this protocol was XML-RPC.

A graphical user interface (GUI) is a type of display format that enables a data 
processing system user to choose commands, start programs, and see graphical and 
textual information generated by applications by pointing to pictorial 
representations (icons) and lists of menu items on the screen. Examples of such 
graphical user interfaces include the graphical user interface sold under the 
trademark "WINDOWS" by Microsoft Corporation and the graphical user interface sold 
under the trademark "OS/2 Warp" by International Business Machines Corporation 
(IBM) .

ECML uses a set of uniform field names which assure that information contained in 
the digital wallet is associated with the correct field on the merchant's form . 
Using ECML, web sites are being developed which allow an " automatic form fill-in " 
feature residing in the digital wallet to allow point-and-click completion of a 
form window. 

Brief Summary Text (12) : 

While this automatic form fill-in feature works well when a single window 
containing a form is open in the browser, it is not uncommon for multiple windows 
to be open simultaneously (e.g., windows displaying multiple items to be purchased, 
multiple order form windows from different vendors, etc.). In such situations, the 
automatic fill features will attempt to fill all of the windows that are open, or 
will only try to fill the first window it "finds," which may not be the window 
desired by the user. This can cause several problems, including the incorrect entry 
of data into forms and the generation of numerous error codes indicating the 
incompatibility of the window with the information that the program is attempting 
to enter into the window. This is time-consuming and annoying to the user and could 
result in, among other things, sensitive user information (e.g. credit card 
numbers) being sent to the wrong site, or the user abandoning the attempted 
purchase, resulting in loss of a potential sale by the merchant. 
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
